RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the constituent

4Tves, unless he remembers that the law of seven differentiates 
each one of those ages, as it does everything m manifestation. 
The. seven cvcles or minor ages of each great age are distin- 
omched by the same names that the great ages hear. 

In the Sanscrit the last four of the seven great ages—vugas— 
are the Krita, the Treta, the Dvapara and the Kali. Each great 
age contains seven cycles or lesser ages. The last four of the 
lesser ages hear the same names as do the last four of the great 
ages. For instance, im the Krita yuga there would have been one 
division or minor cycle known as the Kali cycle, for the reason 
that the ignorance and s$piritual blindness of the people and the 
evils which rexulted therefrom, correspond to the metal Iron— 
Rali, the black cycle of the Krita yuga, while the other periods 
or cycles of the age would correspond to other metals, other colors, 
etc., and hear the names of other great ages to which they cor- 
respond. 

(ur Fifth Root Race has already been 1n ex1stence, as a race, 
1,000,000 years, according to the Masters of Wisdom, therefore 
each one of the preceding sub-races has hved approximately 210,- 
000 years.

[t has been asked why France made <such a quick recovery 
after 1870, Before 1870 one-third of the wealth ot I rance went 
in rents. The owners of these rents had to be kept by France 
In Ile Juxurv. The war broke land values into nothing. France 
had not this money to _ pay away to useless aristocracies $0 $he 
was able to pav for the war with it, and later to pay the indem- 
nitv. too. And in addition to this the demand for produce $0 
ncreased that every worker had plenty to do at good wages, and 
was therefore able to buy the produce of other workers, and this 
condition caused the war to he not only not a disability to France, 
hut a DoS1tIVE heneftt. 

In Ingland before the great war one-third of the national 
meome went direct to the pockets of the ducal landowners. These 
men constituted a vastly greater charge upon English production 
n the long run than any war, big or little, has ever done. This 
charge of one-third of the national income has heen going on for 
ages, and always increasing in volume. Tt is a total national loss. 
There 1s abs0lutely no come-back from these ducal families. One- 
third of the nation has to work for them, and they do nothing in 
return. Nothing reaches this condition but the Single Tax and 
war. Ihe single tax we cannot get—not yet; war- we have. 


\\ hat does war <do * 


The war has sent” thousands of the British aristocracy to the 
Iront where they fight for their living; it has sent the country 
estates to the hargain counter at such figures as never were heard 
of hefore—they are almost giving them away.

Wipe these 
people and their charge out and you can easily pay for your war. 
Take awav this national charge of one-third of the national 1n- 
come to the owners of the so1l and vou can keep your war going 
n perpetuity and never miss the money. You are $1mply spend- 
Ing money that 1s already lost. You are not spending - money on 
the war that you already had; you are spending money on the 
war that Some one else already had to the infinite detriment 
are throwing away bad money, money that would otherwise be 
put to a worse use than war, namely, luxury and degeneracy. 

\s it 1s in Europe, $0 will it be in America 1t a real war ever 
hreaks out here. If the combined European fleets were bhombard- 
ing New York, and you owned New York real estate you would 
not expect to realize very much on your property. Still less would 
vou realize if the combined European armies were encamped 
around New York. Since the wars have heen going on in \Mex- 
100, rents have almost disappeared and much land values has en- 
tirely 8&0. But in Mexico the destruction has gone heyond the 
wiping out of land value and has destroyed actual necessary 
commodities. 

Henry George saw that *All taxation ultimately falls on rent.” 
\War is taxation. It falls on rent. Then comes an added advan- 
tage. It breaks loose the foundations of industry which s0-called 
overproduction has bound up. It enables the workers to get to 
the machinery of production and the idle land and produce goods 
which they by this time have money enough to buy. The <state, 
which before the war was simply a negative observer of a cancer 
eating its own vitals, now hecomes a positive agent in spreading 
employment, wealth, and general bhusiness. The state demands 
everything that can be produced, and at good prices. Now every 
one is in demand, and at go00d wages. Before the war the aris- 
tocracy could not buy the products of mill and mine and held; 
the aristocracy couldn't consume these products, therefore the 
mills shut down. War can consume them, so the mills open up
